Hen Man fit tranſgrefled and was driven out from 
God, God placed Cherabims, and a flaming Sword, 
to keep the Way of the Tree of Life :- Mark, to 
keep the Way of the Tree of Life from the Trarſ- 
ereſſor ; for, againſt him that did rranſgreſs, was the flaming Sword and 
the Cherabims, Which God placed to keep the Way of the Tree of Life ;

remain (while the Tranſgreſſion is ) and the Condemnation to the Tranſ- 
greſſor ; for that ſpreads it ſelf over the Mercy- Seat,and the Mercy-Seat 


continues in the Tranſgreſſion : for the Seed, which is the Seat of Mercy 
(was figured forth by the piece of Gold, and the Mercy-Seat of Gold, 
out of which the Cherubims were) that lies under, and the Tabernacle 
of the Teſtimony, or witneſling for God ( out of which the Judgment, 
and the burning which delivers from the Tranſgretſion comes ) that is 
not known, and the Way unto the Tree of Life again, is by that which
